But what have British Columbia and 
Saskatchewan done with those resources? 
British Columbia spent hundreds of thou- 
sands exploring on its own and got nothing. 
The CCF government of Saskatchewan is 
sitting tight on its potential oil fields, 
doubtless protecting the interests of the 
people in the manner advocated by Mr. 
Liesemer 

The classic instance is at Lloydminster, 
where, on the Alberta side, exploration is 
going on while, on the Saskatchewan side, 
nothing at all is being done. 

Oil is only valuable when it is brought 
out of the ground. And the interests of 
the people are best protected by taking 
steps to put those deposits to use. That is 
the primary purpose of any sensible oil 
policy. 

Mr. Liesemer’s attack is mischievous 
because it seeks to make a political foot- 
ball of an asset that means greater pros- 
perity for every Albertan and which, 
under the sound and _ forward-looking 
policy of the government, has already con- 
tributed to the material well-being of the 
province,

Therefore bureaucratic — ¢ol- 
lectivisms, by rendering impotent 
the very instruments of pro- 
gress, invariably become poorer, 
not richer, in all that makes a 
civilization great and prosperous 
Characterise of them is that it 
becomes ever more difficult to 
perform anything not in their 
plans. But these cannot include 
anything beyond the mentality of 
the average minds that make 
them, 


Mechanistic 


Even in dealing with average 


men, such societies fail by reason 
of their mechanistic concepis 
There is no such thing as a mea- 
surable unit of human efficiency 
in the terms in which a machine 
is measurable, which, if it but 
receives proper fueling and main- 
tenance, always behaves the same 
way. The efficiency of human 
beings depends on psychological 
factors as numerous as the per- 
sons involved, A man “placed,” 
for the “public interest,” in a job 
he is capable of performing but 
dislikes, will be inefficient. His 
efficieaey also may drop to zero 
for no better reason than that he 
has had a quarrel with his wife 

The efliciency of an Einstein 


pursuing a fantastic and fascine 
ating hunch, is not measurable in 
any general terms, nor is the ef- 
ficiency of any artistic genius,

Reason for Living 

The problems of Europe—and 
America—will not, I think, be 
solved, until our civilization-form- 
ing minds have discerned a more 
satisfactory reason for living than 
to be consumers of goods. The 
Marshall Plan can only prolong 
the lease on time in which to find 
salvation, The crisis is not in the 
economy, but in the suspended 
condition of consciousness regarde 
ing why and for what human 
societies exist. The economle 
crisis itself is not the cause but 
the result of the political (and 
philosophical) vacuum

When children eat between 
meals, or even get all they want of 
foods which satisfy their appetites, 
they are certain to spurn those 
foods whose tastes do not appeal 
to their fancy. 

Let any adult attend an afternoon 
tea and gorge herself on dainty 
sandwiches, fancy cakes and salted 
nuts and she will come home with 
little desire for the plain foods of 
the family table. 

No child with a poor appetite for 
the fundamental foods (meat, eggs 
cereals, vegetables fruits and 
milk), should be allowed to eat 
foods of concentrated nourishment 
which are, in general, sweets, fats 
and starches. 


Within reason any child should 


have the privilige of expressing 
his preference toward food and if 
he likes carrots better than beans 
or beans better than peas, he may 
have them more often than those 
he thinks he dislikes.
